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Ration Board To Demand Conversion 


All Buildings Except Homes Must Convert To 
Coal Where Possible; Coupon Banking To Begin 


Coupon Banking 


“Ration coupon banking,” a new 
type of banking for retailers and 
wholesalers of rationed commodi- 
ties, designed to make the nation’s 
ration program work more effec- 
tively, will be inaugurated in An- 
dover. next Wednesday, it has been 
announced by C. W. Holland of the 
Andover National Bank. 

This is a war service that the 
government has asked the banks to 
undertake under which wholesalers 
and the larger retailers will be re- 
quired by the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration to open “ration bank 
accounts” in the banks with which 
they customarily do business. Into 
these “ration accounts” the whole- 
salers and retailers will deposit the 
ration coupons received from their 
customers, against which they will 
draw special “ration checks” when 
ordering new supplies. It is ex- 
pected that only the retailers whose 
food sales in December, 1942, ex- 
ceeded $5,000 will be directed by 
the Office of Price Administration 
to open “ration accounts.” No 
charges of any kind will be made 
by the banks for this service. 

Consumers such as housewives, 
motorists and other individuals who 
purchase rationed commodities for 
consumption will not be affected

Army Finds Dimout 
Not Perfect Here 


A number of violations of the 
dimout regulations on the part of 
stores and householders were re- 
vealed by Douglas S. Byers, chair- 
man of the civilian defense com- 
mittee, following an inspection by 
Army officers conducted here re- 
cently. The violations were in- 
cluded in a detailed report made 
to the committee by the officers 
later, 


A check was made by local of- 
ficials Monday night on stores vio- 
lating the dimout, and the offenders 
have been given until Friday 
night to comply with the terms of 
the Governor’s executive order. 

As to the householders, Mr. By- 
erg has stated that, though “com- 
pliance has been good on the 
whole...wardens will check their 
districts again to remind house- 
holders that the dimout must be 
made perfect.” 

The Army may send inspectors 
to Andover at any time, without 
warning anyone of the impending 
visit. At the next inspection, it is 
hoped that the town will have 
achieved a perfect record, 


Conversion 


New and stringent regulations 
regarding conversion to coal were 
received by the local rationing 
board in a letter Tuesday from 
Lawrence J. Bresnahan, acting 
state director. For the present at 
least, all those who registered for 
fue] oil on Form 1101—including 
apartment houses, churches, 
stores and theatres—are affected. 
Only private dwellings are ex- 
cluded, of all types of establish- 
ments using fuel oil. 


As to those using more than 
10,000 gallons on Form 1101, Mr. 
Bresnahan’s order states flatly 
that, ‘where convertibility has 
been established according to prior 
instructions, all boards should re- 
fuse further rations....unless the 
applicant presents to the board a 
certificate obtained from the dis- 
trict office of the War Produc- 
tion Board, showing either that 
conversion materials needed are 
not available, or that such ma- 
terials will not be available before 
a date to be specified by W. P. B.” 


On the issuance of further ra- 
tions to users of less than 10,000 
gallons on Form 1101, the order is 
equally inclusive: “all boards 
should refuse further rations to 
users of less than 10,000 gallons 
unless the applicant has estab- 
lished, to the satisfaction of the 
board, that the oil burning equip- 
ment is not convertible, or that 
the equipment cannot be converted 
before a definite date.

Budgets Are Taken Up 
By T. P. A. Directors 


Reports on proposed budgets for 
civilian defense, health department, 
tree department and library were 
discussed last night by the direc- 
tors of the Taxpayers’ association. 
Only preliminary surveys were 
made, and no definite action was 
taken. 

Philip Thomson reported that the 
civilian defense group would ask 
for $6,430, to be partly spent for 
administrative purposes. The bal- 
ance would be used for the report 
center, helmets for auxiliary police 
and firemen, air raid warden equip- 
ment, decontamination equipment, 
sandbags, etc. 

Joseph Gagne stated that the 
health board budget had not been 
definitely prepared by the time of 
last Thursday night’s board meet- 
ing, but he had gone over some ten- 
tative figures with health board 
member George Brown. The plumb- 
ing inspector figure may be down 
$300, and the tuberculosis appro- 
priation up $600. 

John Rasmussen reported that 
tree warden Abbott would ask for 
as much as he spent last year, this 
amount not being as much as the 
1942 appropriation. 

Herbert Farnsworth’s library re- 
port revealed that the request 
would probably be down about 
$1760, principal savings being in 
books and maintenance. There was 
considerable discussion about other 
possible savings. 

A membership drive is now in 
process by the association. Those 
wishing to join may do so by mail- 
ing the nominal dollar dues to the 
Secretary, or by leaving the dollar 
with Frank Petty at the Savings 
Bank or Edward Anderson at the 
National bank.

At the same time, the reduction 
of fuel oil rations for heating all 
non-dwelling space makes it ap- 
pear that the places affected will 
have to consider operating part 
time, or, aS in the case of amuse- 
ment centers, closing altogether if 
the emergency increases. 

Commercial building rations 
were originally issued on a basis 
of 66 and 2-8 percent of normal. 
One reduction had been already 
made before a new order was is- 
sued from state headquarters this 
month to the effect that rations 
must be cut by one-quarter of the 
amount originally alloted. This 
means, in effect, that the commer- 
cial buildings must get along on 
about 45 percent of what they 
would normally use; and further

Such identification will be the 
regulation uniform of the Guard; a 
card bearing the name and address 
of the Guardsman and the unit to 
which he is attached; or a white 
armband with a green oval field 
bearing the words “Massachusetts 
State Guard.”

The Health division of the state 
committee on public safety has 
prepared an important bulletin on 
public health in wartime, which 
the Townsman will divide into 
four sections for inclusion in the 
next four issues. Incidentally, Dr. 
Alfred B. Stearns, director of the 
state war economy division, is one 
of the authors of the bulletin. 

The first part of the treatise has 
been adapted as follows: 

“The present fuel shortage 
should not react unfavorably on 
the public health if the problem is 
met intelligently. 

“The following is based on main- 
taining the living spaces of house- 
holds and apartments at 65 de- 
grees, It is doubtful, however, that 
sufficient oil will be available to 
provide this temperature through- 
out the heating season. No serious 
discomfort or damage to health 
should result from a 65 degree 
temperature, but it will be neces- 
sary for the individual to adjust 
hig personal habits to meet these 
unfamiliar conditions. 

“Authoritative opinions are that 
children under four years of age, 
and elderly people, may require 
higher temperatures. For sick per- 
sons, the physician in charge will 
be responsible for giving suitable 
recommendations as to the regula- 
tion of temperature. 

“The human body is a constant 
temperature mechanism. In sum- 
mer it must be cooled properly 
for health and comfort; in winter 
it must retain most of its heat to 
achieve the same ends. Since 
enough fuel oil will not be available 
to maintain normal indoor temper- 
atures, especially with the clothing 
people are used to, we must con- 
serve heat, and diminish as much 
as possible the loss of body heat. 
If such a condition is prolonged, 
the vital resistance may be low- 
ered and health may be impaired. 

“Under the circumstances, the 
individual can do two things: first, 
conserve, in all possible ways, the 
heat within the home, and second, 
conserve the heat within his own 
body.” 

Next week, this column will dis- 
cuss 17 valuable methods of con- 
serving the fuel and heat in the 
home.

programs in order to win diplomas 
and gain admission to college be- 
fore induction. Phillips Academy 
authorities are laying plans to con- 
form to whatever the future may 
hold. 

As currently set up, however, one 
phase of the “Andover plan” applies 
to that group of incoming seniors 
who will reach 18 between January 
and April, 1944, and who may ac- 
cordingly expect a call to service 
before the traditional June com- 
mencement date. Beginning on 
June 30, these boys will take three 
full terms of the normal Andover 
curriculum and so will qualify for 
diplomas at the end of the winter 
term early in March. It is expected 
that by February, 1944, few boys 
will enter the accelerated programs 
of the colleges beginning at that 
time. However, for those Andover 
boys who do wish to do so, this 
plan can be adjusted to provide full 
college preparation and diplomas 
for those in good standing. 

A second group of boys who will 
be eighteen too early in the year to 
allow them to embark safely on this 
phase of the war program will, 
during the summer, take the equi 


valent of a half course in senior 
mathematics. 
These seniors will, however, 


form only a small proportion of the 
Summer Session’s student body. 
This will be drawn from under- 
graduates of Phillips Academy and 
of other preparatory and high 
schools of comparable standing who 
wish to amplify their preparation 
for service in the armed forces, 
either by breaking new ground in 
their studies or by reviewing 
courses already taken, and from 
those boys who either wish an ex 
perience of Andover life or are pre 
paring for entrance to Phillips 
Academy in the fall as lowe! 
classmen. 

The curriculum for summer se 
sion students, as distinct from ac 
celerating seniors, will normally 
call for one “major” course, Pre 
sumably in mathematics, the sci- 
ences, or a modern language, meet 
ing twelve hours a_ week, and 
carrying one full unit of credit in 
Phillips Academy. In certain ins- 
tances a ‘minor,’ or six-hour 
course, may also be taken in some 
other field of study. 

This ideal will be given further 
stress, and direct and immediate 
help will be given to the war effort 
by the weekly labor which boys of 
the summer school will devote l0 
work projects on  neighboriis 
farms, in the school garden, and 
about the town.

will be ready early in February. Now, believe it or 
not, it is going to upset all our past methods of 


conducting business. In the first place, it is going 
to take from three to five times as long to wait on 
a customer. 


In the second place, we do not see any satis- 
factory way one can order goods over the tele- 
phone. The new items to be rationed are so 
entirely different than sugar and coffee. As in 
the case of sugar and coffee ration, there will be 
at least a week’s period when these goods will not 
be allowed to be sold, in order for the grocer to 
stock up, and be ready for the ration coupons. 


In anticipation of this, everyone should have at 
least a few canned goods on hand; an ordinary 
two weeks’ supply would eliminate a great deal of 


confusion at the beginning. This is not hoarding.

by the new “ration coupon bank- 
ing” system. They will continue to 
“snend” their coupons at the stores 
just ps they have been doing in the 
past. Only certain dealers selling 
retioned commodities will have to 
Oney » “ration bank accounts.” 

The banks will have nothing to 
do with the fixing of ration allot- 
ments or allowances, or with the 
issuing of ration coupons. The local 
ration boards will continue to per- 
form these functions. 

The new “ration banking” system 
will not affect the regular money 
or check accounts of the public at 
all. The public will continue to use 
their bank accounts in the custom- 
ary way. 

The “ration bank accounts” will 
be new accounts for the handling 
of ration coupons only and will be 
entirely separate from all other ac- 
counts in the banks. By depositing 
coupons in their “ration bank ac- 
counts” retailers and wholesalers 
will build up credits or balances of 
pounds, gallons or points in the 
various rationed commodities. 
Against these balances they will 
draw special “ration checks” pay- 
able to their suppliers when they 
order new stocks or supplies to sell 
to the public. 

These “ration checks” will have 
nothing to do with the payment for 
the commodities ordered. Retailers 
and wholesalers will continue to 
pay their bills in the usual way. 

“Ration coupon banking” is a new 
plan for handling a lot of the work 
now done by the 5,500 local ra- 
tion boards. Collecting, counting, 
recording, controlling, and _ safe- 
ruarding of ration coupons and ex- 
changing them for certificates by 
means of which dealers order new 
supplies of commodities for sale 
to the public has threatened to 
overburden the ration boards and 
possibly jeopardize the flow of com- 
modities to the public as additional 
commodities are rationed. The gov- 
ernment has therefore asked the 
banks to undertake these account- 
ing activities in order to assure the 
smooth running and success of the 
ration program, 

Rationing is designed to secure a 
fair share of scarce commodities 
for everybody. “Ration coupon 
banking” is designed to help bring 

that about. In undertaking to op- 


erate this new “ration coupon 
banking” system the banks will 
perform a nonprofit war service for 
the government. In doing this, the 
banks are simply adding another 
service to the numerous war jobs 
they are already performing.

stated to the committee that he 
would have to resign as of Febru- 
ary 3, the day after the next meet- 
ing and the close of the committee’s 
fiscal year, and it was voted to ac- 
cept his resignation with regrets. 
Mr. Houston will hold office until 
his successor is elected in March. 


The school department budget, 
amounting to $201,000, was adopted 
and will be turned jover to the fi- 
nance committee. There are no ma- 
jor changes in the budget items; a 
little necessary painting outside 
the central buildings and at Shaw- 
sheen, and in the interior of the 
high school, is included. A letter 
of invitation is being sent Wallace 
Brimer, president of the Tax- 
payers association, to sit in with 
the committee for consideration of 
the budget at the February meet- 
ing. 

The thorny question of trans- 
portation to the schools was met 
with a new policy: effective March 
1, the department will transport 
only High and Junior high school 
students living more than two 
miles from school, and elementary 
pupils living more than one mile 
away. Supt. Erickson indicated that 
57 miles a day will be saved by 
the change. 

On the advice of Town Counsel 
Walter Tomlinson and the recom- 
mendation of Town Accountant 
Mary Collins, it was voted to re- 
bate several unpaid tuition bills 
owed the town. 

Miss Mary Angus of the Junior 
high school was re-elected at a sal- 
ary of $1,400; James J. Hart, Punch- 
ard, $1,900; and Howard Hennigar, 
Junior high, $1,700. All re-elections 
are as of September 1 of this year 
in order that their further elections 
may be made at the same time as 
those of the other teachers not on 
tenure. 

Miss Evelyn Banning, acting 
principal of the Junior high school, 
was given a salary increase of $100 
per year, as of September 1, and 
Kenneth McKiniry of the high 
school an increase of $200. Mr. Mc- 
Kiniry was granted the increase 
since he will assist Frederick C. 
Reil in coaching next fall. He per- 
formed similar duties last season 
without compensation, but has as- 
sumed a heavier teaching schedule 
since then.
